more than usual in order to mitigate the then unhappily prevailing distress, Making allow- 
ance for the large expenditure by the Maharajah of Durbhunga on the emigration roads to 
Assam, which were commenced as relief works, the amount expended would appear to have 
been about the same as the expenditure in 1872, and considerably more than that in 1871. 
His Honor has pleasure in noticing the increased number of works which have been carried 
out during the year. 

Letters acknowledging on the part of the Government the liberality of those gentlemen 
who have constructed the more important of these works will be issued in the usual manner, 
and it again affords the Lieutenant Governor much pleasure to be able prominently to 
notice the names of many gentlemen in this review.
